With us went staff photographer Joseph Bay- 
lor Roberts,.a vrand shipmate even if he did 
persist in calling me “Captain Davy" Jones 
al] the way to Mien. 

Fur two months and 1,100 oniles we fol- 
lowed as entrancing 0 route as a smali-hbout 
sailor can fine, The Atlantic Intracoastal 
Waterway, to give it its official name, winds 
through time and tide from New England to 
the Florida Kevs.

Bay and os narmw at the Dismal Swamp 
Canal, sulty, brackish, and fresh by turns, 
the waterway is no monolenous ditch but «a 
rippling scenic highway of infinite yuriety, 
Roughly paralleling the easter seablward, 
it passes some of the country’s most impwr- 
tant histeric shrines and modern cities (see 
red dotted line on Atlos supplement map). 
Shichled from Atlantic winds and waves, it 


serves a steady flow of shrimpers, small tank- 


ers, and barges, as well as yachts ranging from 
lordly 100-footers to modest outboord cruisers.

Five-day Northeaster No Hl Wind 


On the April day we plinned to start, a 
northeaster bowled through Annapolis. and 
ominous storm signals flew from the United 
States Navel Academy sexwall. For five days 
the coll wind and rain drove in from the bay. 
While Trudewinds lay holed up in her snug 
berth, we explored Maryland's picturesque 
capital in-a car, which nee! not be steered 
from un open cockpit, 

On in afterndon free of raln, we saw the 
entire brigade of midshipmen pass in review 
on Worden Field. Strong eusts of wind mace 
not a ripple in the faultless ranks sweeping by 
to the stirring strains of “Anchors Aweigh,” 

We attended services in the Academy 
chapel and stood with reverent midshipmen 
before John Paul Jones's marble sarcophagus 
in the chapel crypt, , 

Mingling with midshipmen, we strolled nar- 
row, hilly streets whose names carry the ring 
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of colonial days: Duke of Gloucester, Prince 
George, Compromee, Cornhill, Shipwright. 
Long navy-blue rain ¢lhaoks made the ramrod- 
straight midshipmen appear to. be gliding along 
un Caters, 

Under the tall octagonal dome and cupola 
of the Maryland State House, we visited the 
Old Senate Chamber. Meeting in this room 
on December 23, 1785, the new Congress of 
the United States received George Washine- 
ton's tesignation as commander in chief of 
the Continental Army, Acfew weeks later, in 
this samé chamber, Congress ratified ther 
treaty of peace with Great Britain that oi. 
cially ended the Revolutionary War. 


Anchors Aweigh at Last 


One morning the warning flags were mise 
ing, ane white clouds raced across the bluest 
of skies. Trodewinds was doing a sort of 
pixie dance at her berth, 

“T think she wants to go,” said Dorothea. 

We checked gear and stowed the last af our 
supplies. As whitecaps sparkled in the morn- 
ing sunlivht, we sailed out inte the Severn 
River, A ficet of Naval Acaclemy yawle-stood 
cut thead of us; Their crews, we knew, were 
future officers learning the ways of the sea as 
they should be learned—in suil (page 21. 

When we cleared the river mouth, we found 
the bay still boisterous: Short, steep seas sent 
icy salt spray fying over us. Gireen witer 
broke across the baw, swirled aft along the 
deck, and wurgled out through the scuppers. 
A brisk wind honed the 40° temperature to o 
rior eige. 

The wind was out of the southwest—deadl 
thead—and rising steadily, This meant no 
sailing. if we were to make the 45 miles to 
Solomons, Maryland, before nightfall; so we 
furleel our 750 square feet of canvas and the 
(d-horsepower engine settled down to the frst 
of many daylong stints, 

For the initial 140 miles we would be <ail- 
ine the broad waters of Chesapeake Bay, that 
ereat inland sea stretching from the Virxinia 
Capes to the Susquehanna River. On pre- 
vious sorties out of Annapolis we had ven- 
tured north to Baltimore and the Sassafras 


River ani) south to the Patuxent. On the 
Eastern Shore we had explored long, winding 
streams with Indinn ond English names: 
Choptank, Chester, Miles, Wye, Tred Avon. 
Now we were hugging the western shore, and 
before us lay unknown waters, 

That first blistering day we mude slow 
progress. Hy midafternoon we had clawed 
Our wy southward amere 135 miles, and the 


prospect of reaching Solomons before durk 


seemed shivht. Sheltering for the night seemed 
the most sensible procedure. 

Reversing course, we headed for the broad 
bay formed by the South, West, and Rhode 
Rivers—a beautiful expanse of water well 
known to Durothes and me, At dusk we 
dropped anchor at the snug Uttle seafocd- 
packing and berthuilding port of Galesville. 

Below deck, while Dorothea cooked dinner, 
Joe—a notorious bondlubber—etudied a nauti- 
cal chart and « road map. 

“Look!” heexckuimed incredulousty. “After 
All thet battering, were just about 10 lind 
miles from Annapolis! Next time ['ll walk!” 

With morning the Chesaprake was its usual 
calm, charming se. We headed south, cruis- 
ing su close inshore we could recognize auch 
places along the toll Cliffs of Calvert ss Scien- 
tists Cliffs, where we had often wandered in 
search of fossilized sharks” teeth and other 
relics of the Miocene Age,

At Arbuckle Landing, midway between the 
north and south locks, 2 mun-made feeder 
ditch joins the canal, Throweh it flows water 
from a spillway at Lake Dnimmond, in the 
heart of the Distnal Swamp, which keeps the 
cand! at navigable depth, 

When we docked at the landing, head dam 
operator Benjamin McCoy was waiting with 
an dutboord-pwered skiff to take us to see 
the lake, An ingenious power-driven murine 
ralway Ufted the boat six feet to the level 
of the lake, 


Lake Inspired on Irish Poet 


Half a mile beyond the spillway owe passed 
tite Drummond itself, a great circle of brown 
waler ringed ingereen, Only the buzz of our 
outhoard broke the stillness, and the ¢erie 
atmosphere was accented by the tortured 
shapes of cypress: stumps. 

McCoy, a veteran of 1S vears on the canal, 
was proud of his domain, “Tt's a good life 
here.” he told os, “except for the black hears 
that steal the honey right out of my beéhives.

Outer Banks: Birthplace of Flight 


Back on the canal, we soon possed the 
Virginit-North Carolina border, At South 
Mills we were lowered hack to sea level, The 
long straightaway. of Turners Cut and then 
the winding Pasquotank River led us to Eliza- 
beth (ity, near the head of Albemarle Sound. 

There we temporrily abandoned Trasc- 
winds to make an automobile tour of the 
Outer Hanks, the 320-mile chain of elongated 
burricr islinds that wuard North Carolina's 
cogst- from the surging Atlintic* 

The cominant landmark in all that expanse 

of lillowing dunes is a granite monument: 
like the brothers whose memory it honors, it 
reiches for the sky from the top of Kill Devil 
Hill. Near thie spot on a windy December 
Hay in 1003, two bicycle mechanics from Day- 
tan, Ohio—Orville and Wilbur Wright—sent 
a powered aircraft aloft for 59 seconds with 
Qrville at the controls. Hore, amid these 
lonely sands, they blazed a path that hes al- 
ready led] man to the threshold of space and 
promises to take bin to the moan. 
At the famous off resort of Nags Head 
we met Julian Qneto, resident manager of 
the Caorolininn Hotel and a font of Outer 
Hanks lore, 

“Long age,” he told us, “some Bankers 
went in fora form.af piracy, ‘They hung false

Cape Alutteras Light sends a 23-mile beacon 
flashing out over treacherous Diamond Shoals:

As we passed) Fort Moultrie and entered 
spacious Charleston. Harbor, the brick walls 
of historic Fort Sumter lay almarl and to port. 
It seemed a small and modest installation to 
have been the starting point of so ereat a 
cornlict as. the Civil War. 

Here before dawn on April L2, 1861, Com- 
federate batteries under Brig. Gen. Pierre 
Gustave Toutant Beauregard opened o bem- 
hardment which, though blowiless, drove the 
Union forces. out, 

Despite fierce Union assaults, the South 
hel! the fart for almost the entire course of 
the war, until the approach of General Sher- 
man’s army made it clear that the Confed- 
erate case was: linet, 

Today the remains of the fort are a national 
monument (age 31), 

We left Fort Sumter astern and criised 
Slowly past the Buttery, admiring the pastel- 
shaded old houses that look seaward from the 
Hip of it peninsula washed by the Cooper and 
Ashley Rivers (page 27). 

A dockhind helping us to berth Tirademinas 
exclaimed, *T know that boat! She wis here 
turing the war,” 

He was right. Oh ketch was |uilt in 
Charleston in 1942. After brief service as 
a ptivate vacht, she served two vears with the 
Coast Guard on antisibotage patrol Later 
she spent two years in the Bahama fslands.

Sword Gate Guards Fumous House 


On foot and by rented car we toured 
Charleston, savoring the 1Sth-century charm 
of Miles Brewton House, Heyward-Washing- 
ton House, Manigault House, and other land- 
maths. In St. Michael's Eplsenpal Church, 
built about 1752, we were among the latest 
m a long line of visitors: who have included 
George Washington and Robert E, Lee. 

Beary and Frances Gaud, present owners 
of Sword Gate Flouse, weleomed us to thot 
famous home on Legure Street. Mrs, Gaud 
belioves the 18-room bowse wus built between 
1500 and 1515; The gates are composed of 


spears an! broudswerds surrounded by intri- 
cate designs in wrought iron. 

“Lincoln's grancllaughter, Jessie Lincoln 
Randolph, ance owned the hiwuse,"” Mors, Gawd 
retalled. “However, this being Charleston, 
euides could not bring themselves to admit 
the fact. They'd tell sightseers, ‘And this 
famens old Sword Gate House belongs to the 
granddauechier of Robert E. Lee!” 

Prom the gates we walked along an avenue 
of tall mavnolias toward the house. 

“When we bought Sword Gate eight vears 
uc,” Mrs. Gaud said, “we had to dispossess 
4 bt colony of night herons that rousted in 
these trees, They were very untidy eaters. 
They'd bring shrimp and fish from the tivers 
and scatier scraps on the wrlk.” 


Howes Built of Oyster Shell 


From Charleston a snake-track route led to 
Beaufort—pronpunced Bew-fort, untike its 
North Curolina counterpart, which ts called 
Bo-fort. The seaport was laid out in P71. 
but heginning as long-ago as 1561 Spaniards, 
Frenchmen, and Hritish tried to colonize the 
utea. 

On o stroll aroun! Beaufort on a rainy 
Saturday evening, we saw wisteria-draped old 
houses built for coolness, with deep husements 
and wide verandas, their design stemming 
from the Barbados planters who were among 
the original settlers, Miany houses were built 
of tubby, the crushalovster-shell material 
pecultar to the low country.

Savannah, Georgia's oldest and second lare- 
est city, looked its role—that of a stately dow- 
tiger standing aloof but tolerant in the presence 
ot a boisterous younger gereration.

The bareeloads of pulpwoml and rolls of 
kraft paper we had passed on the waterway 
prompted us to investizate on industry that 
now looms larger than cotton or naval stores, 
lor years the chief lulwarks of the seaport’s 
econumy. When the paper industry began 
making paper from pine, the South's tremen- 
dows stunds of fast-growing pine become an 
economic asset that has effected an industricl 
revolution. 7 

Accompinied by a young engineer, Philip 
Beckwith, we toured the Union Bag-Camp 
Puper Corporation's gigantic Savannah plant 
(page 34). Each day roaring machines com 
vert 3,100 cords of pine into 2,000 tons of 
kraft paper and paperboard, enough to cover 
i highway fram Georgia to Pennsylvanis, 
“The plant's weekly bay output.” Beckwith 
told ws, “is large enough to take home almuast 
half the Nution’s weekly food supply.” 

In a sense, the Union Bag-Camp mill sym- 
bolizes the transfurmation of the South, for it 
orcunies the former site of the Hermitage, 
anoante bellum industrial plantation owned 
by Scotsman Henry McAlpin, whose slaove- 
tender! kilns baked much of the brick still seen 
in Savannah buildings. 


Only Gow Terrapin Go to Market 


Back on the waterway, we called on Mr. 
and Mrs. William Barbee at Isle of Hope, ‘a 
pleasant oak-sharded suburb of Savannah. on 
the Skidaway River. The Harbees operite 
the country’s trading diamondiack terrapin 
hatchery—or “farm,” us they call a. Their 
stock in trade figures importantly in the lives 
of a small but dedicated band of gourmets 
who believe that a festive dinner needs o 
terrapin course we much as it needs knives 
anit forks. 

Hundreds of diamondback terrapin (MWala- 
clemy centraéa) crawled sbout or lay like 
stones In mt shallow, wire-enclosed pool just 
insite the entrunce te the Barber establish- 
meni, which resembles a country store. 

“These are bulls,” said Mr. Barbee. “They 
sorve as breeding stock; only the cows go to 
market, Come along aul TT show you some 
m the fattening pen.” 

We followed him to a board corral con- 
taining several hundred female diamoodhacks, 


to Florida bil 
which were much larger than the males. They 
chewed on fragments of crabs dribbling into 
the pen throweh o pipeline from an odiaining 
crib-meat cannery, another Barbee enterprise. 

[In the near-by hatchery we saw thousands 
of terrapin ranging in size from a 25-cent piece 
to Slightly larger than a man’s hand. 

“This ls where the terrapin are born,” said 
Mr. Barbee. “My father started breeding 
terropin| in bss, after some scientists told. 
him it couldn't be done, and he passed the 
method on tome. How we incubate the eges 
4 on family secret Now and then we 
strengthen the herd with wild terrapin from 
the marshes,” 


Famed Restaurants Buy Diamondbacks 


When the females reach an age of six to 
nine Vears and measure at Jeset five panel a 
half inches along the bottom shell, Mfr, Barbee 
transfers them to the fattening pen. As 
oriers come in, he packs the live reptiles 
between layers of Spanish moss in ventilated 
tins and burrelé and ships them to osuch 
famous eating places as Litchow's and the 
Waldorf-Astoria in New York Citw.

Scots: Brought Curling to Canada 


While the origins of the 400-veor-old come 
are lost in the mists of Scottish history, its 
North American debut traces back to 1768 
when it was introduced by Scottish regiments 
quartered in Quebec. Since then it has spread 
throughout Canada: until recent vears,. the 
sport has heen most popular in the western 
provinces, where the winters wre long and mat- 
ural ice is dependable. ‘The game long since 
hurdled the border as well, and the United 
States now boasts more than 100 full-fledged! 
clubs and some 12,000 active cutlers 

Curling is an Wwe sport somewhat akin to 
shuffehoard. Each man slides two granite 
stones along a 130-fout alley toward a cir- 
cular tarvet painted into the ice. Teammates 
otmed with brooms sworp the path of the 
oncoming stone in an attempt to influence its 
course and speed. The team whoar stone or 
stones are mearest to the target's center st 
completion of an end, or inning. scores ac- 
cordinuly.

As the curlers swung into Quebec's rugwed 
week-long schedule of two or Vhrer matches 
per team per day, the entire city resounded 
to "The Campbells Are Coming.” For the 
four Campbell brothers, wheat farmers [ron 
the plains of Saskatchewan, were heavy fa- 
worites to sweep) the honspiel. In 1955 they 
had sealed the curling heights by winning 
the Canadinn championship. 

Beginning their play, the brothers lived up 
to their reputation bv scoring Hashing vie- 
tories over their first two. opponents. 

While the Campbells were registering one 
conquest after another, T headed out of the 
city to investizate what is perhaps Canada’s 
gavest and least strenucns winter diversion— 
ice fishing at La Peride (pares 94-6). 

This neat, compact French-Canadian vil- 
lage of 1,200 nestles on the Sainte Anne River 
just tibove its confluence with the St. Law- 
rence, 30 miles west of Quebec (map, page 
74). Everv year, from the end of December 
to early February, the Sainte Anne swarms 
with a amalt but succulent fish, Microgadis 
towed, popularly culled the “tommyrod.” Tt 
is algo known with affectionate simplicity 
among local gourmets us fe petit poirson— 
the httle fish.

Tinted lee Sculptures Brighten Streets 


T drove back to Quebec City mong the 
winding highway that skirts the north hank of 
the St. Lawrence. Glistening ice sculptures 
brightened the city’s streets and squares; a 

cluster near the Chateau Frontenac was dyed 
pink, blue, and yellow, An enormons stylized 
crown of ice blocks stood before the provincial 
Parliament Huildings. 

The big news in Quebee continued to be 
the Campbell brothers. Their 10 straight 
curling vietorips had set the stage for a dra 
matic climax to the bonspiel, and I went to 
watch them in their finn! match on the ice 
of the (juebec Winter Club, 

Garnet Campbell, youngest of the brothers, 
served as “skip,” or captain. The skip's sta- 
tion is just behind the target, sind be directs 
the play of cach teammate with o combinn- 
tion of arm and broom signals. The remain 
ing two team members stand ready with their 
brooms to sweep the path of the stone to 
“keep. it coming.” A Skillful swheper is o 
tremendous asset to any rink, und tests have 
shown that adroit broom handling can add 
as much as 15 feet to the average cast, 

The Campbells had-a brisk, competent man- 
nér on the ice: their deliveries were so occo- 
rate that littl sweeping was necessary. ‘The 
army of spectators watched spelibound as the 
brothers racked up dazzling shot after duz- 
zling shot. So quiet and attentive was the 
crowd that the only sound 7 could hear in 
the immense holl was the rumiile of the stones 
as they slid alone the ice, 

Finally the last stone skidded down the 
alley, the crowd roared, and the Campbells 
grinned jubilantly, They had defeated Que- 
bec's awn Etchemin team 01-9, captured all 
three major awards—and become the first 
ever to go through the bonspiel undefeated, 
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Leaving the crowded excitement af the Wit- 
er Club, 1 found myself once mere on the 
rolling, snow-covered Plains of Abraham (pate 
02), Perhaps nowhere else in the world is 
there field sicher in bistory. richer on tragedy.

Watching the latwhing couples whirl to 
waltzes, T remembered one: of the most f- 
mous iolk tales of Quebec Province, the story 
nt Rose Latullipe. 

Onee upon a time, ata village dance on 
the evening of Mardi gras, a flood of would-be 
heius banished Rose's lover, Gabriel, to the 
sidelines, where he watched jeahously. 

An bowr before midnight, a dark, arrogant 
stranger claimed the lovely Rese. ‘Time after 
time they dancer... faster and faster. In 
frustrated rage. Gabriel fled inte the night. 
There stood the stranger's black charger, paw- 
ing the frozen ground, seeming to breathe fire. 
Around each of his hoofs the snow had melted 
away. The stranger was Satan! 

Inside, as the clock hands crept toward 
mitinizht, Rose circled the floor furiously, 


dizzily. The Devil's dark eves elittered ‘in 
triumph. TF he could keep her dancing until 


the stroke of midnight ushered in Ash Wednes- 
day, another soul woul] be his. Bit with 
seconds to spure, the villuge priest burst. in 
and tore Kose from Satan's arms. And that 
is why wood French Canadians are careful 
to end their Mardi eras dancing well before 
nuidnight. 

As the iee-canie races drew mearer, the Chi- 
teau Frontenne'’s-sports cirector, Stevan Kan- 
dic, grew more and more uneasy. On race 


morming, as | chatted with him beside the 
toboggan slide, he blurted out the reason, 

“Every vear the crowds flock onto Dufferin 
Terrace to watch the race, And from what 
spot on the terrace does one get the best view?

Every few minutes, just as a hond- 
ful of spectators would begin edging toward it, 
whoask/—a toboggan swept by at 60 miles an 
hour.

Canoensts Batth Tee and Tide

A Gallant Lady Accepts o Challenge 


With the oblique tact of a diplomat, Ben- 
nett supvested to my globetrotting parents 
that they stay where they were and await 
us in comfort. 

1 knew what the answer would he, and it 
came, emphatically, from Mrs. Grosvenor: 

“We wouldn't think of remaining bere while 
everyone else was out in the swamp!” 

With that matter decisively settled, we 
heean our trek, passing first through a stand 
of slender pond cypresses underlaid with 
ankle-deep -silt and tottine yevetution (page 
09), Soon the muck was succeeded by water, 
and T notice] that Bennett slvly placed a 
protective cordon of men around Dr, and 
Mra. Grosvenor. He was taking no chances 
on an encounter with an alligator or a wooter 
meaccasin—the deadly oottonmouth. 

At time: we barked our shine on knobby 
evpress knets (page 101). Viewed in deep 
shude. these strange roots often looked like 
droll gargoyles: We leaned against them at 
rest stops while admiring the white blooms 
of spider lilies or the violet-blue flowers of 
pickerelweedd. 

Pushing on among the columned giants, we 
come nt last to the Joveliest of Corkscrew's 
hidden mysteries, the Lettuce Lakes. There, 
in an open, sunlit area, water lettuce grew 
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in unmazing profusion, so lawnlike in wppear- 
ance that it seemed we had strayed) inta a 
formal garden (page 108). But the alae 
was not so inviting as it lonked: beneath its 
carpet (he water deepened to a maximum of 
about four feet. 

Dr. and Mrs. Grosvenor took to o boat 
pushed by Hank Bennett. John Baker and 
I waded up to our waists behind them and 
found the footing surprisingly firm, Alliga- 
tors and moccasins, Inathe to atiack men 
unless provaked, were gracious enoweh to tine 
business elsewhere. 


Srrail Shella Reveal “Cirying Bird" 


Later that dav, while the senior Grosvenor 
rested, we trekkerl deeper into the forest to 
any upon nesting ibises and egrets. Our 
vantage pomt, Bennett said, would be Cork- 
sCrew's innermost recess, a saw-erass marsh 
within the cypress horseshoe. 

Most of us were preoccupied with the 
treacherous footing, but Bennett, ever vigi- 
lant, suddenly halted and. pointed to a pile 
of snail shells atop a fallen log. Here. ob- 
yiowaly, was the remains of a dinner eaten 
by that skulking swamp habitue, the limpkin, 
The presence of these birds in the new sanc- 
tuary had been suspected: now it could be 
officially chronichod.* 

Reaching the edge of the forest, we gazed 
fenoss =n uninviting expanse of saw grass 
toward trees near the southern end of the 
sanctuary. There an estimated 3,000 ibises 
and esrets frosted the cypress crowns, busy 
at housekeeping tasks around their nests of 
twics.

Logéers’ Axes Halted by Purchase 


John Baker said the size of the rookery was 
far below normal Communal groups esti- 
mated at more than 100,000 are not uncom- 
mon at Corkscrew, But for the past -several 
vears most of the birds have gone elsewhere 
because of low water during the winter-spring 
nesting season. This year, however, water 
is plentiful throughout the swamp, and the

Before we turned back, Baker pointed out 
a distant. clifilike silhowetie where the bie 
trees abruptly ended.

To date Audubon Society 
experts have listed) 131 species of birds as 
full- or part-time residents of Corkscrew, and 
the roster is still prowing, Sixteen species 
of mammals have been catalogued, inching 
Florida black bears, panthers, ancl bobeats, 


Bold Bobeat bivades the Boardwalk 


The bears and bie tats, however, 
never ventured near the boardwalk during 
daylight hours—with one exteption, Sam 
Whidden tounded a tur in the walk early 
one morning and came face to face with a 
promennding belseat. 

“Con't know who was the more surprised, 
that cat or me,” he recallecl, “Tt spat at me, 
then bounded ower the roiling as if it had been 
scalded. It got lost tn a real bie huey.” 

Among other swamp denizens ore raccoons, 
opossums, otters, and white-tailed deer, A 
wire fence now being-erected will help protect

Aaredrinking Orchids Cling: to Trees 


The swamp's fecundity is most noticeable 
in its luxuriant plant life, particularly the 
eve-catching flowers. Butanists have cata- 
logued S35 species of flowering plants, and 
that does not include 14 separate varieties of 
orchids. Many of these small but exquisite 
blogms are epiphytes, or plants that draw their 
sustenance from the air. They peer down 
at visitors from tree trunks and branches. 

Not all the orchid species, however, can be 
seen from the walk, and their time of blossan- 
ing varies. Night-cmelline orchids, for ex- 
ample, bloom during summer and carly fall. 
The butterfly species spreads petals in early 
summer: the white ghost, or spider orchid. 
awaits heavy rains later in the seusun, ‘The 
hell orchid prefers fall and early winter. 

All along the walk there are numbered ob- 
servation stations, Visitors stop ane refer to 
Audubon “self-uided tour’ pamphlets, which 
explain phenomena visible from the numbered 
vantage poms, 

For example, at Station 31 7 pent long 
thoments examining the tentacles of a stran- 
gler-fig vine, thick as a fire hose, that en- 
circled a huge cypress trunk. My pamphlet 
explained that the vine's powerful embrace 
was slowly garroting the tree. This process 
will continue for decades. 

“We have taken tape measurements of some 
cypresses along the boardwalk,” Bennett said. 
“That one,” he added, pointing tou venerable

Corkscrew Swamp, Florida's Primeval Show Place 


Farther along we came to a point where the 
walk completely enclosed one of the forest 
monarchs. There we watched visitors stop, 
feel the hark, and take pictures of one another 
leaning mumuinst the improbable-lpoking trunk. 

Test’ borings have been taken froma few 
trees so that their age could be determiner 
liv annual erowth rings, Eaperts agree these 
specimens are about 700 years old. Hut the 
age of o huge cypress: unlike trees of cooler 
climates; often is difficult to gauge from its 
rings. Hennett believes some of the largest 
may have a fife history of 1,200 years. 

Corkserew's giants are bald cypresses, s0- 
Called becaust they shed their small, ceedle- 
like leaves In winter. They belong to the 
conifer family and, in a virgin state, grow 
to a maximum height of about 120 fret. 

The early history of this wildermes< refuge 
teemé as shadowy as the forest itsell. We 
know that Big Cypress Swamp south of 
Corkscrew was a haunt of Seminole Indians 
during their bloody encounters with United 
States troops before the Civil War. Hut there 
& nw indication that the present sanctuary 
was invaded. 

Even the origin of the name Corkscrew is 
clouded, Jt may have come from a near-hy 
“tream. Imperial River, which empties into 
the Gulf of Mexico neat Bonita Springs, was 
calle] Corkscrew Biver years ago, Although 
this: sinuous waterway does pot drain from 
the swamp, its headwaters rise only a few 
miles ‘to the southwest, 

[Io 192. when the craze for egret plumes 
to adorn poilacdy’s hor wos at its height. the 
Audubon Society sent a warden into Cork- 
screw to protect egrets from-slauchter, A few 
yeats later the Government outlawed traffic 
in plumage, and the warden was withdrawn. 


Once a Hunter's Paradise 


Sam Whidden, who jook many a ‘coon and 
‘guater from the area In earlier years, recalls 
it nostalvically ws 4 hunter's paradise —but 
a dangerous one. Sam neatly met death 
there-on one of his first visite as a boy. He 
wis kneeling to drink from the edge of a pond 
when a moc sink its fancs inte hs le. 

“Took six ania half howrs to get me out 
af there by oxcart,” he reminisced. “I ws 
a mizhty sick boy.” 

Even in the automobile age, getting in anil 
aut of Corkscrew tikes a bit of doing, The 
entrance es a mile and «a half from the 
nearcet highway. Often the approaches are

a quagmire, and only jeeps or swamp buggies 
cin nerotiatt ibem, A surfaced mad Is 
planned, hut it wont be ready this winter.

At the hoardwalk’s end Hank pointed out 
many this and egret nests, homes of previous 
years, Now, though it was nesting seq- 
som, the cypress crowns waited in vain to 
ctadic a new generation. Aguin, only fray- 
ments of the vast flocks had returned, 

“TL think they will be back,” Hank said. 
“There will be good years, many of them." 

A reflective smile lingerecd on the warclen’s 
face as he surveyed his swamp, and T knew 
what he was thinking. Corkscrew had been 
saved, The great trees would remain, serene 
dnd unchaneed, There was plenty of time— 
and Bennett is a patient man.

Snails Keep Limpkins from Straying 


Our first close contact with limpkins bail 
been almost o year before our present visit. 
We hac come to Wakulin Sprines in March, 
their nesting season, By patiently approach- 
ing a. little clpeer cach dav. 1 found T could 
vel within six feetof o cesting timpkin without 
disturbing it. J photographed the nests them- 
selves, built over the <wamp in vine taneles 
or emis Clamps and woven of leaves, twigs, 
and stems | saw the hufl-colored eges and 
the blick feileling binds, which can leave 
the nest almost immediately ufter hatching. 

Yet the limpkin activity [ most wanted to 
su? eluded me. Throughout their territory | 
saw small heaps of shells, the debris of eount- 
less limpkin dinners. The shells were those of 
fresh-water apple snails, the birds’ favorite 
food, Teddy Farmer, my guide and a selt- 
trained but expert nuituralist, pointed them 
cut to ome (pave LTR). 

“That sniil keeps the binds home,” he «ait, 
“They don't want to fly teo far from these 
victuals.” 

In wll cases | noticed the snail hud been 
removed without breaking the shell—in spite 
Of the tough trap. door that protects this 
creature against the outside world: T had, of 
onurse, read various aecounts of the way the 
limpkin feels. But never had | been able te 
find a photograph of the process, That was 
the chiel reason for our return visit mew. 

We rose eorly the morning after arriving, 
After breakfast we checked and assembled 
phote equipment and enjoyed the view of 
primeval forest, <apphire-blue waters, ine the 
untied! beauty of this refuge, Three glass- 
bottomed beats, equipped with silent electric 
dive, give visitors glimpses of Wakulla's 
bewutiful aepatic life.

Throughout the dav we saw other limpkins 
peering at ws from behind broken stumpé ane 
cocasionally from perches in vine tangles. 
Then, in the late afternoon, Tedily pointed 
out the femams of an old rowboat, moss 
covercd, anon distant mud bank. 

“That's a place they really like,” he saiel. 

Through my field ghisses [ could see o pile 
of snail shells on the open shore near the 
wrecker boat. As I watched, a limpkin come 
out of the water, carryine a sail, 

Then another Impkin waded ashore with 
another shell. ‘They moved slowly toward 
the shell pile. Although their backs were 
toward us, the waning daviiehit showed they 
were feerline. 

“Too late to. pet pictures mow,"’ [ said. 
“PT try this spat tomorrow.” My guide agreed, 
au] we poled back to the whart, 

Mildred was still asleep next morning when 
I vot up and put on sun-tan clothing which 
I hoped would blend with the swamp lwck- 
ground, The camouflage was not for the birds,

I 
hod my camera mounted on its tripod between 
my knees, the lens just clearing the moss- 
covered gunwile and focused on the heap of 
snail shelis, Only my head and shoulders 
showed above the bulk nis. pi ‘at down to walt. 

An hour-and o holf passed. The sun rose 
higher, playing directly upon the shell pile. 
Conditions were just right—except for a sub- 
ject. Not a limpkin was in sight. 

Another half hour went bv, Then I heard 
something land on the shore to my left—just 
outside my Tell of visian, IT turned my bead 
a fraction of an inch at a time. 

On the shoreline just 20 feet away T saw 
a limpkin looking directly at me: For long 
minutes | fought to keep from blinking. He 
stood with his wright upon one leg. the other 
testing. slackly: he did aot bring his foot up 
uncer him in the manner of other waterfowl. 
Then he turned and began to walk off slowly, 
still favoring the ochixed leg, This was: the 
famous limpkin lina, 

He disappeared into the bushes. I did not 
move, 

Ten minutes. later two limpkins suddenly 
appeared where the first hid heen. Hoth 
stam] motionless, looking: directly al. my ex- 
posed bead. None of us moved for a while. 
Then the birds relaxed. One stretched his 
right wing, fully extending his right lee under 
it. The other scratched the side of his bead 
with one of his long middle toes.
